The  first  genuine  newspaper  published  in  America  was  the  Boston  News-Letter, 
which  appeared  in  1704,  April  17  to  April  24.  See  Thomas's  History  of  Printing  in 
America,  2d  ed.,  vol.  2,  p.  12.  [*C.E.18.2.13.2.]  Previous  to  this,  however,  three 
single  publications  had  been  issued,  which  partook  somewhat  of  the  character  of  news- 
papers. The  first  was  in  1689,  republished  in  the  first  volume  of  the  New  Hampshire 
Historical  Society  Collections  [Shelf-no.  *4337.44.1]  ;  the  second  in  1690,  reprinted 
in  the  first  volume  of  the  Historical  Magazine  [*4315.1.1.  p.  228]  ;  the  third  in  1697, 
of  which  a  fac-simile  is  herewith  published.
